When R. F. McGraw, 173 Vista 
Circle Drive, occupies his new 
house on Scenic Point, he won’t 
have to worry about entertain¬ 
ment. 

The study will be lined with 
specially built files containing ' 
more than 2,000 phonograph rec- ’ 
ords! 

Music is McGraw’s hobby, al¬ 
though he doesn’t play any In¬ 
struments. He spent, many years 
accumulating the collection which 
Includes practically every "clas¬ 
sical number” recorded as well 
as many up-to-the-minute “swing” 
tunes. 

"I’m anything but an ‘intellec¬ 
tual,’ ” McGraw laughed. "I like 
so-called good music, but at the 
same time I get a kick out of 
’popular’ stuff.” 

McGraw’s house, which on a 


clear day will have a view of 
Catalina, Los Angeles and the 
entire San Gabriel and Pomona 
Valleys, will be air-conditioned 
throughout. 

"Probably the first one of its 
kind In Sierra Madre," he said. 

The living-room windows are of 
the new two-way view type, built 
into the comers of the room. 
They will be hermetically sealed, 
the ventilation depending on the 
air-conditioning system. This is 
the modern trend, McGraw ex¬ 
plained . 

The house Itself Is built 
of grout-brick, another new fea¬ 
ture and practically impervious 
to earthquakes. The exterior will 
be whitewashed a dull off-white 
color to harmonize with the 
elaborate landscaping of the 
grounds.

Four Flood 
Projects 
Affect City 

Details of the $5,000,000 flood 
control plans for the Sierra 
Madre-Arcadia area were re¬ 
vealed yesterday. 

Recommended by County Sur¬ 
veyor Alfred Jones and Flood 
Control Engineer C. H. Howell 
and tentatively approved by the 
county board of supervisors, the 
plans call for four projects di¬ 
rectly affecting Sierra Madre. 

Project one Is a closed con¬ 
crete conduit along Baldwin ave¬ 
nue from Carter avenue to the 
Santa Fe tracks. 

Project two Is a closed con¬ 
crete conduit along Lima r reet 
from Carter avenue to the Santa 
Fe tracks and an open concrete 
channel from the Santa Fe tracks 
to the Santa Anita Stables. 

Project three Is a covered 
storm drain along Michlllinda 
Blvd., and Encinita avenue from 
Sierra Madre Blvd., to Eaton 
Wash. 

Project four Is a debris basin 
at a site approximately 1500 feet 
north of Sierra Madre Blvd. along 
the extension of Sierra Madre 
Villa avenue and approximately 
4000 feet of concrete channel 
from the basin to Eaton Wash, 
together with laterals. 

Suggesting that the projects 
may be constructed In units, as 
available funds permit, the re¬ 
port recommends the construc¬ 
tion of the Baldwin avenue and 
Lima street projects before the 
Michlllinda Blvd. storm drain and 
the Sierra Madre Villa project. 

Total estimated cost of all pro¬ 
jects, Including those in the Ar¬ 
cadia area, is $5,182,300. 

The plans will be submitted for 
the okey of the city council at 
Its next meeting. 

Commenting on the plan, which 
is described as "essentially a 
drainage system to remove excess 
rainfall which does not perco¬ 
late Into the ground,” Jones and 
Howell state that "approximately 
85 per cent of the watershed Is 
valley land which is relatively 


Social Evils 
Spur County 
To Action 

Church Leaders Called To¬ 
gether To Combat Growing 
Religious Apathy 

Blaming religious apathy for 
present day social evils, Chair¬ 
man Roger Jessup of the Board 
of Supervisors revealed yesterday 
that he has called a conference 
of outstanding church leaders to 
meet in his office on the after¬ 
noon of January 7, to take up 
the question of lawlessness and 
other problems arising from the 
current moral let-down of the 
people. 

"This moral let-down Is having 
such serious effects on govern¬ 
ment and all law enforcement 
agencies that an immediate pub¬ 
lic awakening to the conse¬ 
quences is necessary," Jessup 
said. 

“There are about 20,000 book¬ 
ings every year at our county 
jail which exceeds in size 80 per 
cent of the State penitentiaries of 
the country. It is already inade¬ 
quate, despite the eight prison 
camps that supplement it. The 
Board of Supervisors, consequent¬ 
ly, Is faced with the problem of 
building a new jail or establish¬ 
ing a prison farm where the over¬ 
flow can be put to work. The 
tax burden which this wrongdo¬ 
ing Involves is staggering. 

But crime is only one result of 
the general moral laxity, accord¬ 
ing to the supervisor. 

"Martial discord, which is sad¬ 
dening so many homes, Is bring¬ 
ing thousands of couples to our 
divorce courts. These separations 
result too often in unsatisfactory 
home conditions for children and 
send an ever-increasing stream of 
them into our juvenile courts. 
This situation not only throws 
many dependent on our charity 
rolls but keeps one of our de¬ 
tention camps filled with men on 
failure-to-provide charges. 

"There must be a changed atti¬ 
tude and I believe It is the duty 
of the Board of Supervisors to 
help bring about this change. We 
are building up the material re¬ 
sources of the county to take 
care of an additional 10,000 popu¬ 
lation, but it is even more im¬ 
portant that we lay a sound 
moral foundation for those who 
are urged to come and make 
homes here.

A LITTLE less than a year 
ago this reporter had his 
first glimpse of Scenic Point 
and Sierra Madre’s Wistaria vine. 

The day was cold and rainy 
Rnd it was hard to imagine that 
in a few months the bare brown 
vine would be covered with lacy 
green leaves and billowy laven¬ 
der bloifcms. 

On Mondaj of this week the 
writer again tiroae up to Scenic 
Point. Again black clcuda lowered 
menacingly and gusts of cold 
rain swept down Bailey Canyon. 
But the picture was ' different 
nonetheless. 

The old clapboard Fennel 
house—older than the vine itself 
and In which countless tasty 
luncheons have been served hungry 
visitors—was being torn down.

N OW and then as we walk up 
Baldwin avenue with our be¬ 
loved mountains reaching for 
the sky right there in front of us, 
we are reminded a little of the 
French Riviera.

—plain as we see the Puente 
Hills; and if you took a seaplane 
from Monte Carlo and flew south¬ 
west you’d be in Spain by about 
the time it would take you to 
fly from here to San Diego and 
back—that is, in practically no 


El Monte, the hamlet which 
figured so often and vitally in 
the affairs of early Los Angeles, 
did not get its name from the 
adjacent mountains. El Monte 
means “the wooded place.” The 
area, when seen by the first ex¬ 
plorers was surrounded by dense 
willow groves, according to re¬ 
search workers preparing the 
Guide to California. Old records 
show El Monte to be the oldest 
American settlement in Los An¬ 
geles county. El Monte was the 
end of the old Santa Fe Trail. 
The first ox-cart pioneers arrived 
in 1852.

Blame for automobile accidents, 
usually placed at the door of the 
motorists, is sometimes misplaced, 
according to Ray Ingels, direc¬ 
tor of the State Motor Vehicle 
Department, who says that oft- 
times pedestrians are responsible 
for smash-ups. 

Last year, Ingels says, there 
were 9,947 pedestrians involved 
in traffic accidents and in at 
least 3,324 of these, pedestrians 
themselves were directly respon¬ 
sible for the accident. 

Carelessness of pedestrians ac¬ 
counted for 1518 accidents, the 
Director said, while drunkenness 
accounted for 928. Five hundred 
and forty five pedestrians were 
injured because they became con¬ 
fused in traffic, 236 were struck 
because their view was obstruc¬ 
ted and ninety-seven because they 
had physical defects. 

“Pedestrians pay a heavy price 
fore carelessness,” Ingels de¬ 
clared.

Renewing motor vehicle regis¬ 
tration during the 1937 period 
from January 2 to February 4 
will be a comparatively easy 
task. On postcards mailed to 
registered owners after Christ¬ 
mas will be stated the assessed 
valuation and license tax, at the 
legal rate of $1.75 per $100 valu¬ 
ation on each car. 

Applicants then will take the 
postal, the 1936 registration cer¬ 
tificate, and $3 passenger car 
registration fee and tax amount 
to the local motor vehicle de¬ 
partment office, or an automo¬ 
bile club if a member, and ob¬ 
tain new number plates. 

Failure to receive the postcard 
by the first of the year may 
mean that State records do not 
show your present address. In 
such event, registrants should 
present their 1936 registration 
certificates to the local renewal 
office, where the certificate will 
be rated according to the State 
motor vehicle valuation book, the 
proper fee collected, and 1937 
plates issued. 

Because the license tax substi¬ 
tutes for personal property 
taxes, it will not be necessary to 
have the registration (white) slifci 
validated by the county assess¬ 
ors as in 1936. 

Those who fail to renew regis¬ 
tration before midnight, February 
4, will be required by State law 
to pay double the registration fee 
and license tax.

They did things in a big way 
in Sierra Madre back in 1901, 
according to a Chicago Tribune 
account of a concert by the lo¬ 
cal choral society at the “village 
hall.” The story, brought to the 
attention of THE NEWS by Miss 
Isabel M. Jones, music critic of 
the Los Angeles Times, was writ¬ 
ten by a Chicago newspaper man 
who came here in the winter of 
1901 for his health. 

"Strangers who attended the 
concert,” runs the yellowed news¬ 
paper clipping, “declared that our 
singers have Herr Heinrich con- 
ried’s polygot aggregation beaten 
all to pieces.” It seems that Con- 
ried was the NO. 1 opera impres- 
sario of his day. The story con¬ 
tinues : 

“While the concert was an¬ 
nounced for 8 o’clock, as early 
as 6:30 sundry small boys be¬ 
gan to gather at the entrance to 
the hall. They watched wdth 
solemn interest as the postmaster 
swept out the building, arranged 
the chairs and lighted the lamps. 
Then they filed in and occupied 
the front row of seats until the 
postmaster drove them all out 
and locked the door.” 

Describing the arrival of the 
audience, the writer say3 that 
“almost every on? came on foot 
because these hillside roads are 
troublesome for a horse after 
dark. Smart young men in tux¬ 
edos acted as ushers and ladies 
in opera cloaks produced lorg¬ 
nettes and scrutinized the stage 
only ten feet from their noses.” 

But the show begins. 

“Rat-tat-tat! goes the choir 
master’s baton and the chorus 
rises, the men hopelessly outnum¬ 
bered—only six of them as 
against twelve women. The ac¬ 
companist strikes a few shords 
and they're off—the sopranos 
clutching their music in both 


hands and staring at the ceiling 
as if for inspiration, the contral¬ 
tos looking straight ahead, the 
tenors lifting their shoulders at 
the high notes and the bassos 
growling stolidly along as bassos 
always have done since Music.
